to the decorative arte, expensive de- 
signs are usually chosen for illustration 
and description; but while it is easily 
possible .to spend $5,000 upon the deco- 
ration of a room of moderate size, it is 
also possible to produce for one-tenth 
of that cost, or even for a far smaller 
sum than that, an effect in equally good 
taste. 


There is no reason why anyone with 


limited means at his command should 
hesitate to attempt artistic decoration, 
It it is executed by a competent hand 
For myself, I would get far more pleas- 
ure in decorating a house of moderate 
cost, where the ingenuity would bo 
taxed to save as much money as possible 
in producing1 effect, than in executing 
one of those carte blanche orders which 
are so often given to American decora- 
tors. The profit would be less, but the 
artistic problems to conquer 
would 


fascinate the genuine artist. 


The decorations of a house should 


nhen possible, receive consideration be- 
fore it is built, and in the planning of a 
new house, however inexpensive, the 
services of a competentarchitect shoult 
bo employed; even if one must pay him 
seven and a half per cent.—and few 
architects of good standing will under 
t:ike small single houses for less thai 
that—he will save two or three times 
the amount of his fee in. actual ccono 
niics of construction or in improve

The 
room was dirty and rough and unfin- 
shed, but it was in the oldest building 
n New York city, and it was judged 
best to decorate retaining «s much as 


ible the effect of antiquity. A row 


if columns of the simple Doric order 
were thrown across the middle as to 
break up the' appearance of extreme 
jength." The ceiling beams were stained 
a uniform dark tint, the walls were 
eowsred with burlaps pasted on and 
painted each room in a different tints 
The two great old fireplaces, which had 
stood 200 years, were left untouched ex- 
cept for trifling repairs to the brick 
hearths. 
The total cost of the repairs 


including considerable carpentry work 
—for the room was in bad condition— 
was only about $150. This sum includ- 
ed some wall decoration of ancient 
armor and weapons, to which the mem- 
bers have since added, and now when 
upon a chilly night the big-wood fires 
blaze in the old hearths there is not a 
cheerier room in the city. 


It is no longer common to build 


houses with such high ceilings as were 
in favor 15 or 20 years ago. Every foot 
of height in the ceiling requires more 
than a foot, of length in the stairway, 
and every stair must be trodden over 
many times a day by every member of 
the family. Where in such 
houses 


ceilings 15 or even IS feet were some- 
times used by the builders of a former 
day, 
13, 12 or even 11 are now more 


usual heights. In a country house of 
moderate size I should favor a ceiling 
on the first floor as low ns 10 or even 9 
feet 6 and on the second floor 8 feetC or 
3 feet. When the height of a room is 
lessened its extent seems greater, and 
decorative effects of a cozy sort are 
more easily produced than in higher 
rooms.

But to begin with the problems of the 


decorator. 


The typical case, we will say, is that 


of an American family which will this 
spring move in to a house, either new or 
not, which has been purchased, built or 
leased for such a term of years as to 
constitute a real home. If the house is 
new and was not designed by the own- 
er's architect, it is sometimes possible, 
ut least in the cities, to buy it at a re- 
duced price before the wood work has 
been laid on or the finishing touches 
completed. In such cases a house can 
profitably be put into the decorators' 
hands for harmonious treatment; in the 
li uishing1 of an ordinary three story city 
block house, or of a country house of 
corresponding size, $1,000 can be made 
to produce very beautiful effects. 


Assuming that the house is a narrow 


one in a block with the ordinary base- 
ment dining-room und straight narrow 
stairs, the dining-room can be simply 
finished with a base and chair rail, be- 
tween which ii dado of blue denim can 
be applied as if it were wall paper; 
above the chair rajl the wall can be laid 
with plain cartridge paper with a small 
frieze of garlands, and the ceiling may 
be a dainty and delicate cream tint, 
almost white. 
The kitchen plaster- 


ing should be painted in oil so that it 
can be kept clean easily. 
The parlor 


may be decorated with wall paper in 
the Louis XVI. patterns, which are so 
popular this spring, the bedrooms in 
chintzes and in Dresden designs, each 
in a different color key. 


The remodeling of an old house in n 


town is an interesting study for a dec- 
orator. A very successful treatment 
in altering houses of the high stoop 
and basement order once so common in 
New York is to tear away the stoop and 
drive a front entrance of generous 
width into the basement itself, with a 
narrow side entrance to the rear for 
tradesmen. In mich a design, the front 
buement will contain a tin# reception 
room or even a reception alcove from 
the entrance hall, the stairs will riae in 
easy flights in the square hall in the 
middle, while behind, reached directly 
from the side entrance, the laundry and 
kitchen may be placed. On what was 
the first floor we find in front a library 
or lounging room, the full widtb of the 
house; next to that the square hall 
then the parlor and, behind that, in au 
extension, added tor the purpose, 
small dining-room, with a butler's pan 
try containing a narrow winding stair 
to the kitchen utill behind that.

Our colonial builders were wise in 
his regard. There must have been, in 
lie days when our best specimens of 
olonial buildings were erected, a con- 
iderable body of carpenters with the 
.rue artistic conception of the beauty 
if line. The colonial builder left his 
vail, the pilasters of the mantels and 
[.he trims of the doors severely plain, or 
t the most with perpendicular lines 
emphasizing the conservative idea; but 
pon the capitals of the columns and 
Clusters and on the friezes of his walls 
ic lavished the daintiest and most beau- 
tiful ornamentation. It is because of 
his artistic reserve that the colonial 
nodels are to-day the safest and most 
leautiful to follow, whether in interior 
or exterior work, especially in houses of 
:noderate cost. 


In more costly work the most popular 


styles at present are for parlors. Louis 
XVI., mod ified generally by the uee of 
more delicate tints and lighter and 
ewer colors. Ladies' boudoirs are dec- 
orated in the style of Louis XV. or Louis 
XVI. 
Smoking-rooms are almost uni- 


versally treated in the Turkish or other 
Oriental styles of which the famous 
smokiug-rooms in the Hotel Waldorf 
are, perhaps, the best-known examples. 
In city houses built after the most re- 
cent ideas, such smoking-rooms are gen- 
Tally placed in the front basement; in 
older houses, a smoking-room, billiard- 
room and growlery combined may 
sometilnes be arranged in the topmost 
story of all, or when space is limited 
such a room may be built bodily upon a 
flat roof, as the artist, W. Hamilton Gib- 
son, has placed his studio. The gossip 
so often seen from irresponsible sources 
about ladies' smoking-rooms is utterly 
absurd. In a private house I have yet 
to hear of such a room being fitted up. 
For a library an old English design with 
heavily panelled ceiling is appropriate. 
It is usual, and probably in better taste, 
to decorate a dining-room in duller and 
quieter tones than those used in the gay 
and airy parlors. If the room is nt all 
inclined to be dark, as it will be in a 
basement but will not be in an exten- 
sion, wood work in natural oak or cher- 
ry tones may be employed to advantage 
and upon the wall paper in light terra 
cotta without, gloss, which really re- 
flects the light better than many gilded 
papers which seem of much gayer and 
lighter appearance when seen in the 
roll.

A Kan'i Memory of Ten Tiara of HI* 


Life Destroyed by an Injury.' 


One of the most peculiar f reaks of the 


memory resulting from concussion of 
the bruin ever heard of hereabouts was 
in the case of Charles E. Lamb, a ma- 
chinist, who was struck by an engine in 
the railroad yards at New Haven, Conn., 
two -weeks ago, and who has since been 
in the hospital. 


Lamb went there from Stamford to 


visit'relatives on Howard avenue, says 
the Itegister. Monday night two weeks 
pgo he started lor the depot, and instead 
of going by a, roundabout route he 
climbed down from the Howard nvenue 
bridge and walked up the railroad cut. 
As he was passing the watch tower one 
o£ the men willed to him to get out of 
the way of a switch engine. He did not 
do so, and was knocked down and in- 
jured about the head. Lamb was re- 
moved lo tlie Emergency hospital in 
the Organized Charities building, and it 
was thought there that he had been 
drinkiug. He was unconscious nil night, 
ond Imd to be strapped to his bed, he was 
so violent. After he was taken to the 
hospital he did not recover conscious- 
ness for several days. Meanwhile lus 
reJatives, who had been worried about 
his disappearance, found out where he 
was. 
His mother and has brother came 


to see him. 


A few days ago Lamb began to recover 


consciousness, but he remembered noth- 
ing that hud happened in the last ten 
years, lie continually called to his 
school friends, nnd seemed to imagine 
that he was bad; u1 school again. \Vhm 
his mother visited htm lie recognized 
her, but seemed puzzled 1o know why 
hor hail' \vu.s so gray. 


This condition continued for several 


days, and occasioned many odd occur- 
rences, but the other day Lamb entirely 
recovered his memory, and it is thought 
he will be able to go home bcfoiv long 
fully recovered.

Virginia, the oldest of the colonieC, 


was least to be distinguished by any pri- 
rate character of her own from the rural 
communities of England herself. Her 
population has come to her almost with- 
out selection throughout every stage of 
quick change and troubled fortune that 
Englandhad seenduringthefntefuldaya 
since James Stuart became king; and 
Englishmen in Virginia were in no way 
radically distinguishable from English- 
men in England, except that they were 
provincials and frontiersmen. They had

their own tasks and ways of life, in- 
deed, living, as they did, within the old 
forests of a virgin continent, upon the 
confines of the world. But their tastes 
and temperament,spiteof change and se- 
clusion, they /had in common with Eng- 
lishmcn at home. They gave leave to 
their opinions, too, with a lUte down- 
right confidence and hardihood of be- 
lief, never doubting they knew how- 
far practical matters should go. They 
had even kept the English character as 
they had received it, against the touch of 
time and social revolution, until Virgin- 
ians seemed like elder Englishmen. 
England changed, but Virginia did not. 
There landed estates spread them&elves 
with an ample acreage along the mar- 
gins of the streams that everywhere 
threaded the \irginwoodland; and the 
planter drew about him a body of de- 
pendants who knew no other master; 
to whom came, in their seclusion, none 
of that quick air of change that had so 
stirred in England throughout all her 
century of revolution. Some w ere his 
slaves, bound to him in perpetual sub- 
jection. Others were hit, tenants, and 
looked upon him as a, sort of patron. In 
Maryland, where uinilar broad estates 
3a3' upon every sihore, the law dubbed a 
great property here and there a 
"manor," aaid suffered it to boast its 
separate court baron and prnate juris- 
diction. 
Virginian gentlemen enjoyed 


independence and authority without 
need of formal title. 


There was but one center of social life 


in Virginia; at \\ ill iarasbur^,, the vil- 
lage capita], where the governoi had his 
"palace," where stood the colonial col- 
lege, where there wore taverns and the 
town houses of sundi y planters of v icin- 
age, and where tlie^e was much gay 
company and not a little ceremonial in 
the season. For the rest, the Old Do- 
minion made shift to do w ithoiit towns. 
Theie wii& no grejt mart to which all 
thetiadeofthecolonywa'-drawn. Ships 
came and went upon each broad river 
as upon o highway, taking and dis- 
charging freight at thepnvat? wharves 
of the several plantations. For every 
planter was his own merchant, shipping 
his tobacco to England, and importing 
thence in return his clothes, his tools 
his household fittings, his, knowledge of 
the London fa&hions and of the game of 
polities at home. 
Hib mechanics he 


found amongst his o.vn slaves and de- 
pendents. Their "quarters"and the of- 
fices of his simple establishment show ed 
almost like a village of themselves 
where thev stood in irregular groops 
about his own square, broad-gabled 
house, with its airy hall and hoineliko 
living rooms. He mightha\egood plate 
upon his sideboard and on his table, 
palatable old wine in his cellar, and on 
the walls about him portraits of the 
stately men and dames from whom he 
took his blood and breeding. Bntthere 
was little luxury in his life. Plain 
comfort and n homely abundance suf- 
ficed him. He w as a gentleman, owned 
nil he saw- around him, exercised au- 
thority, and enjoyed 
consideration 


throughout the colony; but he was no 
prince. He lived always in the style of 
a provincial and a gentlemanly com- 
moner, as his neighbors and frienda 
did.—Woodrovv Wilson, in Harper's 
Magazine.

enlist mere children and jouni? men

These latter sire called "special eiiilst- 
menU>." To keep the highland regi- 
ments full the authorities have some- 
times been compel'ed to enlist men 
from the slums of London. The annual 
waste of the British army from deaUis, 
desertions,, retirements and expiration 
of enlistments amounts to 34,000 men 
a year — considerably more than the 
whole standing army of the United 
States.

John Graham, of the Brit- 
ish army, says: "The annual waste ol 
the army must be made good, although 
the state of the labor market and other 
circumstances may have stopped tbe 
flow of desirable recruits.
